| OFFER TO SELL LETTERS. 


| Threaten to Turn Over Stolen 


Documents to the Govern- 
* ‘ment Unless Cash 
Is Paid, 


A conspiracy to blackmafi J. Ogden Armour 
and other officials of Armour & Co. out of 
$40,000 was nipped in the bud Thursday 
night when the plotters were arrested in the 
Auditorium Annex, All that night and all of 
yesterday they were kept in police cells and 
“ sweated ” at regularintervals. Last night, 
having signed confessions, they were trans- 
ferred to the county jail. The men arrested 
are: 

WILLIAM S. MOSWAIN, 428 Oakley boulevard, 
employed for four years by Armour & Co.; charged 
with conspiracy and extortion by threats. 

WILBER COLS, brother-in-law of McSwain; 
charged with conspiracy. 


Offer to Sell Stolen Letters. 

Letters stolen from the Armour offices by 
McSwain were used as the lever to extort 
money. These letters, according to the pris- 
oners, have been written since the govern- 
ment started its prosecution of the packers 
and have a vital .earing on the case. The 
men threatened to turn the documents over 
to the United States authorities unless hush 
money was paid. . 

Some of these letters were stized, either 
by the police or Moritz Rosenthal, the pack- 
ers’ lawyer, who trapped the men when they 
were arrested. The prisoners assert they 
have others that wil be placed in the gov- 
ernment’s hands. 


Threaten to Give to Government. 

The two men first went to the offices of Mr. 
Armour threé weeks ago and demanded .hat 
$40,000 be paid them, .wreatening that if they 
did not get the money the letters in their 
possession would be turned over to the fed- 
eral officials. Mr. Armour refused to talk 
to the men and ordered them from his office. 

Nothing daunted by their first rebuff, Me- 
Swain is said to have offered the letters to 
Thomas J. Connors, another o..cial of the 
company, for the same sum. ArthurMeeker 
was approached next, out with no better 
results. 

Attorney Rosenthal was then told of the 
attempted blackmail and he arranged a 
meeting with the men. 

McSwain in hig first talk with Rosenthal 
insisted that that the letters were worth 
$40,000, and if the money was not paid to 
him he , would er ee oe 


take. $25,000, and atter sonal 
the sum was reduced to $16,000, Mr. stosen- 
thal agreeing to pay $10,000 of the money on 
the next meeting. When they separated 
McSwain promised to go to Mr. Rosenthal’s 
room in the Auditorium ..nnex and there he 
Was assured he would receive $10,000, the 
first payment, Thursday night. 

“If you have $10,000 with you as a first 
payment you can have one-fourth of tho 
letters in our possession as an evidence of 
our good faith,” McSwain said. 

In the meantime warrants had been sworn 
out and word of the alleged conspiracy had 
been sent to Inspector Lavin. On Thurs- 
day evening he appeared at the hotel ac- 
companied by several detectives. - The po- 
lice took up a position in an adjoining room. 


McSwain Goes to Room. 

In Attorney Rosenthal’s room awaiting the 
arrival of the men were Mr. Rosenthal, Mr. 
Connors, and two employés of the packing 
company. At 8 p. m. McSwain arrived at 
the hotel and went immediately to the ap- 
pointed place, Cole awaiting his return in 
the lobby of the hotel. 

** Well, here I am and I’ve got the goods,”’ 
he told Mr. Rosenthal, as soon as he en- 
tered the room. 

** But about this money matter,” suggested 
Mr. Rosenthal ‘‘We want to make sure 
that we are not going to be played for suck- 


ers.”’ 

“O, don’t fear that; you have nothing to 
fear on that score,” McSwain is quoted as 
replying to Mr. Rosenthal. “ All we want 
is a square deal ourselves. We have got 
matter of value to you fellows, and if you 
will pay us our price for it we will trouble 
you no further. On the other hand, we can 
place the stuff in the hands of the authorities 
and make you ali kinds of trouble.”’ 


Detectives Spring In. 

At this juncture, in response to an electric 
signal from the attorney, Inspector Lavin, 
followed by several detectives, sprang 
through the curtains separating the two 
parlors and seized the man. 

“** What the does this mean?’’ cried 
McSwain as his arms were pinioned behind 
him and he was thrown to the floor. 

In a moment he had been searched and a 
big revolver of an old fashioned type was 
found in his trousers. 

*“ Now, all that you've got to do is to write 
a note to your pal downstairs, and tell him 
to come up here at once,’’ said Inspector 
Lavin. * There is no use making any trouble, 
as it will only go harder with you.” 

A short time later the following note was 
dispatched to the waiting comrade in the 
lobby below: 

“All O. K. Come up tothe room mentioned 
at once. j Mc.,’’ 

Cole Enters the Trap. 


The note was followed a moment later by 
the appearance of Cole, say the police, who 
were waiting within the door. No sooner 
did he step into the room than he was seized 
and thrown to the floor as his companion 
had been, A search of Cole resulted in the 
finding of a heavy leather slurgshot. 

“ What were you carrying this armament 
for? Did you expect to kill Mr. Armour and 
the packing officials if they didn’t come up 
with the money?’ demanded the inspector. 

“No. We didn’t expect to hurt anybody,” 
one of the men is said to have admitted 
“We were sure that we would get the money, 
and we just didn’t want to run any risks of 
being knocked in the heads ourselves and 
having it taken away from us after so much 
trouble in getting hold of it. I guess, though, 
that the coin was really more trouble than it 
is worth.” 

Sweat the Prisoners. 

Then followed a long “ sweating ”’ of the 
prisoners. It was suspected that other em- 
ployés of the bik packing concern were im- 
plicated, and the police hoped to capture all

Philanthropist Gave Up the One Woman 
to Keep $20,000,000.

As a power in the world of finance he was 
envied by the rich. As am ever ready instru- 
ment of charity he was beloved by the poor. 
His benefactions were as wise as they were 
many.. His business successes were as horf- 
orable as they were great. He was what is 
called by the world a lucky man. 

But had it been possible for the world to 
read the heart of the silent, grave financieér, 
who gave so liberally of his wealth to 
Worcester’s charitable institutions and 
brought so much happiness into the haunts 
of poverty, it would have been found that 
the aged miulonaire was in reality-one ef 
the most unhappy—one of the most unlucky 
—of all men. .His great fortune had been 
to him a tyrant. For more than half a cen- 
tury he had been its slave. 


-Denied a Woman’s Love. 

When Stephen Salisbury died few of those 
who knew of his great wealth and influence 
knew that death had ended a life of sadness 
It did not occur to them that the man who 
could think in millions had been denied dur- 
ing his whole life the one thing that fies 
within the reach of the poorest of men, that 
golden experience which even money cannot 
buy—a wotman’s love and companionship, 

When still a young man the foundation of 
his great fortune had been made by a rich 
bequest in his eccentric father’s will. The 
elder Salisbury heaped money and estates 
upon his son, but under the most cruel con- 
ditions. It was stipulated that Stephen Salis- 
bury never should marry and that should 
he violate the agreement he should forfest 
his great estate even to the last penny. 

That was when Stephen Saisbury was 
young, and when life wassunny. He went 
to Harvard university and there his open 
purse won for him many convivial friends. 
He returned after his graduation to Worces- 
ter and there his many inccrests for awhile 
occupied his attention. At that early time 
in life bachelorhood -vras full of its own 
attractions. The true romance of living was 
to him a sealed book. r 


Meets the One Woman. 

But monotony crept into the existence of 
this man, who had more money than he 
knew whatto do with. He resolved to travel. 
Alone he visited the great cities of Europe, 
and when their novelty began to pall he 
turned his face to the southern hemisphere. 
He visited the republics of South America, 
and at last one day in Yucatan he met a 
dark eyed Spanish girl who appealed to his

Those were the short, happy days in 
Stephen Salisbury’s life. His friendship for 
the Spanish girl grew to real affection.

Lives Out His Life Alone.

He took up his residence in the big solemn 
mansion that had come to him through his 
father’s will and set out to live his life alone. 
As his years increased the one domestic light 
in his solitary life seemed to be the friend- 
ship of Mrs. S. E. Reed Lawton, a friend 
of his younger days, who had married when 
she first knew him. 

But. apart from this one friendship Mr. 
Salisbury shunned society. His one pecul- 
jarity in life wag to avoid association with 
others. His heart—but his friends did not 
know—belonged elsewhere.

Plan a “Dead City.” 

The leaders, however, were determined net’ 
to permit the strike to die without a final 
great demonstration of their power to render 
St. Petersburg a “dead city.” After the 
adoption of the resolution calling for a ref- 
erendum it was decided to bend every effort 
to close every store, market, and office, be 
ginning at 11 o'clock this (Saturday) morm 
ing. and to stop all street car and carriage 
traffic in the streets so ae to bring the life 
of the Russian capital to a complete stand- 
still. 

The stoppage of the electric plants, which 
the government had succeeded in getting im 
partial operation, was intrusted to electrical 
workers in the various districts, who wer 
empowered to use any and all means deemed 
advisable for the injuring of the machinery 
and the short circuiting of the cynamos, 
even to the extent of destroying the piants. 

Another resolution called for demonstra- 
tiong to effect the release of the four dele 
gates who had been arrested. It was decide& 
to mass 3,000 men in front of each prisom 
where the delegaies are detained and to hold 
them there until they are liberated.

FAST WORK BY ALDERMEN 


Up, Except the Compen- 
sation Clause. 


The council committee on local transpor- 
tation changed its method of pocedure last 
evening. It cleaned up the Chicago City 
amount of compenSation to be charged and 
then decidéd to take up the Union Traction 
ordinances. The motion wae made by Ald. 
Zimmer, and for once he found himself in a 
majority. | 

When he made the motion that the com- 
pensation clauses for both companies be 
taken up at the same time Ald. Zimmer ex- 
plained that it was for the purpose of seeing 
to it that the payments are tie same in 
both eases. The other aldermen agreed with 
him. 


Three Important Steps Taken. 
The three important matters decided are: 
The issuance of transfers in the downtown dis- 

tricte. ‘ * 

The through routes between different sections 
of the city. 

The number of appraisements the city is entitled 
to under the clause giving it an option to purchase 
the properties. 

The transfer matter was settled in short 
order, Ald. Zimmer called up: his amend- 
ment striking out of the Chicago City rail- 
way ordinance the clause providing that no 
transfers to the north or west sides be issued 
north of Twelfth street. In the Union Trac- 
tion ordinances there are similar clauses pro- 
viding for the territory south of Chicago 
avenue and east of Halsted street. 

“ My idea,” said Ald. Zimmer, ‘‘ is to pro- 
vide for a passenger to get a transfer at 
any point he may elect.” 


Defeated by Usual Vote. 

The amendment was beaten by “ the usual 
vyote,’” 6 to 4, the roll call showing:

When it came to passingon the through 
routes, however, the majority was unusual. 
Each alderman wanted as many through 
routes as he could get, and wanted them 
badly. 

When Engineer Arnold presented his maps 
two weeks ago Ald. Zimmer, representing 
the southwest territory, Ald. Raymer, dnd 
Ald. Dever for the northwest, and Add. 
Hunter for the extreme west, all insisted 
they did not get enough. BWach contended 
that his territory is now the worst served 
of any in the city. So Mr. Arnold presented 
an amended plan. It still retained the orig- 
inal number of eighteen through routes, but 


‘substituted four new oftes in place of four 


which were turned into “ loop routes." 


New Through Routes Proposed. 

These new routes were in places of routes 
9, 14, 15, and 16 on the old schedule and were 
thus described: 

Route 9—Beginning at Sixty-ninth street and 
Ashland avenue, north in Ashland to Twelfth, 
west in Twelfth to Paulina, north in Paulina te 
Lake, east in Lake to Ashland, north in Ashland 
to Clybourn place, west in Clybourn place to 
Southport avenue, and north in Southport to Cly- 
bourn avenue. Return by same route. 

Route 14—Beginning at ,Forty-sixth avenue ahd 
Twelfth street, east in Twelfth to Ogden avenue, 
northeast in Ogden to Randolph, east tn Randolph 
to Fifth avenue, notth in Fifth avenue, Wells ahd 
North Clark streets to Diversey avenue. Return 
by same route. 

Route 15—Beginning at Twenty-first street and 
Douglas park, east in Twenty-first to Halsted, 
north in Halsted to Canalport avenue, northeast in 
Canalport to Canal street, north in Canal to Polk, 
east in Polk to Fifth avenue, north in Fifth avenue, 
Weils and North Clark streets to Diverrey avenue, 
Return by same route. 

Route 16—Beginning at Thirty-ninth and State 
streets, north in State to Lake, west in Lake to 
Pine avenue. Return by same route. 

This took care of Ald. Zimmer’s territory all 
right and he was satisfied, but Ald. Raymer 
and Ald, Dever objected to route 6, intended 
to carry passengers from. the northwest 
wards to the south side by way of Milwaukee 
avenue, because it did not get any further 
east than Clark street and Wentworth ave- 
nue. They wanted to reach State street. 


Two More Changes Made. 

So the engineers got their heads together 
and proposed a change in routes 2 and 6, 
which would make them run after this 
fashion: 

Route 2—Beginning at Wallace and Seventy-ninth 
streets, east In Seventy-ninth to Vincennes ave- 
nue, north in Vincennes to Wentworth, north in 
Wentworth to Archer avenue, northeast in Archer 
to Clark street, north in Clark to Division, west in 
Division to Clybourn avenue, northwest in Cly- 
bourn to Belmont. Return by same route. 

Route #—Beginning at Seventy-sixth street and 
Vincennes, northeast in Vincennes to State, north 
in State to Washington, east in Washington to 
Desplaines, north in Desplaines to Milwaukeé ave- 
nue, northwest in Milwaukee to Armitage avenue, 
west in Armitage to Forty-fourth avenue. Return 
by sarne route. 

This took care, too, of the northwest terri- 
tory, but Ald. Hunter was not satisfied. He 
wanted it understood that the “ loop route ” 
in Chicago avenue should run as far west as 
Sixty-ninth avenue and in North avenue to 
Forty-eighth avenue. So this was agreed to. 
Then it was time to vote on the schedules, and 
the minority aldermen looked.at each other. 

They did not want to go on record as op- 
posed to lines which would give their con- 
stituents better street car service, and they 
did not like to vote for anything in a fran- 
chise ordinance. Zimmer and Bradley prompt- 
ly voted for the section, but Finn first voted 
for it, and then, when Dever voted against it, 
changed his vote, saying: 
Ald. Dever to be alone.”’ It was carried & to 
2, the two being Dever and Finn. 


Three Appraisements Allowed. 


The company agreed to allow the city to 
make three appraisements of its property 
during the term of the ordinance without 
being bound to actept any one of them if 
the figures were not satisfactory. It was 
made plain, however, that these appraise- 
ments must be so that the city may buy and 
operate the lines itself and not for the pur- 
pose of selling out to some private owner. 
The appraisements can be made after the

Many violations of the ordinance govern- 
ing the heating of street cars and other public 
conveyances were reported to the city prose- 
cuting attorney. Inspectors reported that 
many cars on the Lake street and Metro- 
politan elevated railroads are not provided 
with thermometers and copies of the or- 
dinances. In the Western avenue car barns 
of the Union Traction company eleven cars 
were found with the temperature below fifty 
degrees, and the same conditions prevalied 
in seven Kedzie avenue cars, five Harrison 
street cars, and four Blue Island cars.

One Hundred and Fifty Go on Strike 
When Wages Are Reduced and De- 
clare 700 Men Will Be Called Out— 
Employers Charge That the Labor- 
ers Sought to Limit Production, 
When Increased Pay Was Refused, 
and That Reduction Is Retaliatory. 


Labor troubles, beginning yesterday with 
a strike of 150 employés, threaten to involve 
the entire glass manufacturing industry cf 
Chicago. While only the mirror . making 
trades so far are affected, general lockout 
measures are contemplated by the allied 
manufacturers, The union also is consider- 
ing a strike in all of the twenty-five factories, 
which, if called, will reach 700 men. 

A reduction of wages amounting to 25 per 
cent is given as the cause of the trouble by 
the officials of the Amalgamated Glasswork- 
ers’ International union, The cut went into 
effect last Monday, and the employers are 
charged by the union with taking arbitrary 
action. 

The manufacturers have another explana- 
tion of the strike. The wage reduction ,they 
assert, was merely a retaliatory step taken 
after the union had attempted to establisa 
a limitation of production in the glass fac- 
tories. 

When the cut in wages was put into effect 
the workmen in the mirror factories walked 
out, although without orders, it is said, from 
the union officials. A conference between 
the executive committees of the union and 
the Employers’ association failed to adjust 
the dispute, and the manufacturers, repre- 
senting the ornamental and art glass indus- 
tries of the city, as well as the mirror making 
plants, gathefed in the afternoon to formu- 
late plans for supporting each other in cage 
the trouble spreads to all.

Stilwell gave the inquisitors the written 
testimony taken by the coroner and he told 
them that witnesses would be summoned if 
they were wanted. 

The prosecutor also spoke of the alleged 
hazing of James E. McGavery, supposedly 
to intimidate him into silenre concerning 
young Pierson’s death. The data furnished 
by the sheriff and chief of police, who went 
to Gambier to investigate the matter, was 
filed. 

Prosecutor Stillwell does not have ‘much 
hope that any good will come from the in- 
vestigation of the Pierson case by the grand 
jury. He does not expect that an indictment 
will be returned or if there should he does 
not think that any one could be convicted 
under it. 

He is confident, thotgh, that the grand 
jury will confirm the finding of Coroner Scar- 
borough that young Pierson was tied to the 
railroad track by unknown hands. 

“It is difficult to determine,’ he said to- 
day; “‘whether the grand jury will return 
indictments against members of the D. K. EB. 
fraternity. It would be a hard matter to 
convict any one of the crime even should 
indictments be returned with only the pres- 
ent evidence to work on,”’ 

It is said that McGavery’s money and ring, 
which he reported was stolen from him Sat- 
urday night at Bexley hall, were found hidden 
behind books in his room,

King Davis (D.’ Appleton & Co.), tells the 
story of a gallant soldier of new Japan. It 
reflects admirably the heroic spirit of the 
sunrise land. The breaking down of old caste 
lives under the stress of loyalty to the em- 
peror, and in contemplation of the heroisr 
of even the humblest classes leads to some 
dramatic scenes. And at last the hero re- 
turns safely to his Japanese sweetheart, so 
that those who like to find a story end hap- 
pily will be satisfied.

‘THE MAN FROM RED-KEG,”’ by Eugene 
Thwing (Dodd, Mead & Co.), is a sequel to 
The Red-Keggers, published last year. It 
tells of life in a small town in Michigan. The 
editor of the local paper Is the villain of the 
story, a boy trying to live down a bad repu- 
tation: is the hero, and a girl typesetter is 
the heroine and center of the action. Mr. 
Thwing is a writer without pomp or pretense. 
He tells the story of humble people in an 
ordinary village, but he tells it well, 


“WAGNER AND HIS iSOLDE,”’by Gustav 
Kobbé (Dodd, Mead & Co.), is the story of 
Wagner's love for Mathilde Wesendonk, the 
inspiration of many of his operas. While 
there have been many references to this story 
it was first given to the world in its entirety 
by the publication recently of the German 
originals of the letters written by Wagner 
to Mrs. Wesendonk. The entire correspond- 
ence has been published in English, but Mr. 
Kobbé has given here a selection of the more 
important letters in“a version of his own, ac- 
companied by such commentary as is neces- 
sary. he translation is an excellent, one, 
and tlie ‘selection seems judicious. Many of 
the letters are beautiful in themselves apart 
from their connection with the great com- 


poser and poet. 


“ LOHENGRIN,” a mystical drama, by 
Richard Wagner, freely translated in poetic 
narrative form by Oliver Huckel (Thomas Y. 
‘Crowell & Co,), is a notable achievement. The 
‘translater has combined with a melodious 
rendering of the dialogue a description of the 
Stage setting and action, preserving al) the 
matter of the drama but transforming it into 
a narrative poem. . For the general reader 
this version is superior to all others, and the 
printers have made an attractive volume 


“WASHINGTON AND tHE WEST,” by 
Archer B, Hulbert (The Century Co.), reveals 
Washington in a new light. The centra! ele- 
ment of the volume is the diary kept by 
George Washington in 1784 during a visit to 
land owned by him not far from Pittsburg. 
To this Mr. Hulbert has added an introduc- 
} tion and an essay on the awakening of the 
west. The wise foresight of Washington, his 
share in promoting the exploration and set- 
tlement of what was then the west, and the 
political sagacity with which he, a Virgin- 
ian, espoused the cause of the statehood of 
Kentucky, at that time Virginia territory, 
are well brought out. Mr. Hulbert indeed 
advances many reasons for believing that 
even without the war for: independence 
Washington would have been the greatest 
man in America.

‘most Valuable historically. The story of 
George FV. and Mrs. Fitzherbert is one of the 
most romantic in English history. Until the 
publication of this book it had always been 


| supposed that Mr§, Fitzherbert was the mis- 


tress of George IV., but Mr. Wilkins has 
vindicated her in these pages; not as Mr. 
Froude sought to vindicate Henry VIIL., by 


“internal evidence, but with the documents . 


in hand. 

Romances in plenty surrounded the lives 
of. English kings, but few have been more 
romantic’ than that of George, prince of 
Wales, afterwards George IV., because of its 
connection with the beautiful Maria Fitz- 
herbert. The extraordinary secrecy that 
surrounded their marriage, the fact that it 
was twice denied in the house of commons, 
the religious and constitutional quéstions 
involved by the secret mafriage of the heir 
apparent to the throne with a Roman Cath- 
olié lady of good but not of royal birth, com- 
bine, Mr. Wilkins truthfully remarks, to 
make it *‘ one of the most interesting events 
in the history of the house of Hanover.”’ 

Though much has been written about Mrs. 
Fitzherbert in the letters, memoirs, and 
diaries of the period, there is a great lack of 
definite information concerning her marriage 
with the prince of Wales. Her personality, 
says this writer, “‘was a very elusive 
one, and her dislike of pwhblicity deep- 
ened the ‘nystery which surrounded her 
throughout her long life; Yet it was her 
intention that her authorized biography 
should one day be written and the truth 
of her marriage be told.” To that end, 
in 1833, she reserved certain papers from de- 
struction and deposited them in Messrs. 
Coutts’ bank; to that end also she dictated 
to Lord Stourton, her cousin and trustee, a 
short narrative of her life, to be published 
when he should think fit., He died without 
having completed the task; the duke of Wel- 
lington, who represented the tate king, 
George IV., having refused him permission 
to see the papers. Before his death, in 1846, 
Lord Stourton delegated’ his task to his 
brother, the Hon, Charles Langdale. Mr. 
Langdale, like his brother, failed to obtain 
the papers at Coutts’ bank, but he wrote a 
brief memoir, which, though incomplete, is 
the most accurate and fullest up to the ap- 
pearance of the present volume, 
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Many attempts were made to get these 
documents from Coutts’ bank, but owing to 
opposition in high places they were not suc- 
cessful; so matters remained until the pres- 
ent year, when Mr. Wilkins made application 
to his majesty, King Edward VII., to be 
allowed to see these papers. and to quote 
from them all that was necessary to prove 


the marriage of George, prince of Walés,. 


with Mrs. Fitzherbert. His majesty was 
graciously pleased to grant the request, and 
the mystery of the Fitzherbert papers has at 
last been sobved. These papers, after a 
sojourn of nearly fifty years at Coutts’ bank, 
have now been brought to light. 

Some three or feur years ago Mr. Wilkins, 
who had a réputation as a writer on his- 
torical subjects, being the author of ‘‘ The 
Love of an Uncrowned Queen,” “‘A Queen 
of Tears,” and othér bodks of romantic his- 
tory, was approached by mémbers of Mrs. 
Fitzherbert’s family to write her biography 
in a fuller dnd more connected manner than 
the memoir of Mr. Langdale. It was then 
that he.applied for permission to inspect 
the documents in Coutts” bank, but it was 
not until the present year that ‘his request 
was granted. Without these documents it 
would have been impossible to vindicate com- 
pletely . Mrs. Fitzherbert’s character. “ To 
his majesty’s generous permission is there- 
fore due the fact that the homor and virtue 
of this much misunderstood woman are now 
established beyond doubt, and her memory 
cleared from every shaddw of stain. By his 
chivalrous action in this matter his majesty 
has won in especial degree the loyal grati- 
tude of those Roman Catholic families (and 
they are many) with whom Mrs. Fitzherbert 
was allied by birth or by marriage, and in 4 
wider sense the gratitude of all honorable 
men and women. In her Hfetime a great 
wrong was done to her; now, nearly seventy 
years after her death, that wrong has been 


set right.” _ 


In 1785 a clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land was at last found willing to perform 
the ceremony of marriage between the prince 
of Wales and ’Mrs. Fitzherbert. This was 
the Rev. Robert Birt, a young curate, who 
had been recently admitted to priest’s orders, 
and for his services he was paid £500 down 
and the promise of futute preferment. The 
marriage took place at about 6 o'clock in 
the evening of Dec. 15, 1785, at Mrs. Fitzher- 
bert’s town house in Park street, Park lane. 
The ceremony was Guly performed accord- 
ing to the rites of the Church of England. 

‘Mrs. Fitzgherbert’s uncle, Henry Erring- 
ton, gave his niece away, and he and her 
brother, Jack Smythe, aeted as witnesses. 
The greatest secrecy Was observed. The 
prince came on foot from Carlton house 
after dusk, attended only, it is said, by Mr. 
Orlando Bri@geman. Mrs. Fitzherbert, with 
her uncke and brother and the officiating 
clergyman, had already assembled in the 
drawing room, and whem the prince arrived 
the doors of the room were locked, the cler- 
gyman put on his surplice and began the 
service according to ‘ The Form of Solemni- 
zation of Matrimony in .ne Book of Common 
Prayer.’ Mr. Bridgeman does not appear 
to have been actually present at the mar- 
riage. He was probably on guard outside 
the door of the room—perbaps outsiqp the 
door of the house—to give alarm in case of 

need. For it must be rémembered this was 
the first clandestine matriage of a prince of 
the blood since the passing of the royal 
marriage act, and if theiking or the govern 
ment had had any hint of what was going 
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on the ceremony would have been prevented, 
if necessary, by force. But it passed off 
without interruption, No.ome alleged any 


‘impediment why these two should ‘ not be 


coupled together tn matrimony.’ Before a 


clergyman of the Church of England and in 
‘the presence of witnesses George, prince of 


Wales, and Maria Fitzherbert knelt side 


by side and repeated the vows that made 


them man and wife. The priest joined their 
hands and pronounced over them the solemn 
words, ‘Those whom God hath joined to- 
gether let no man put asunder.’ ” 
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When the service was concluded, the prince 
of Wales wrote out a certificate of marriage 
with his own hand and signed it. .Mrs. Fitz- 


herbert also signed it, and the two witnesses 
‘added their names—John Smythe and Henry 


Errington. This certificate was given to 
Mrs. Fitzherbert to keep. Many years later 


the witnesses’ signatures were cut out of fF 


the certificate in a moment of panic at their 
earnest request “ by Mrs. Fitzherbert her- 
self, with her own scissors, to save them 
from the peril of the law.” But this muti- 
lated document was always kept by Mrs. 
Fitgzherbert, and was placed by her, with 
ather papers necessary to prove her mar-

Mrs. Fitzherbert was soon sorry for her 
hasty act in cutting out the witnesses’ 
names, for she realized that it weakened 
the value of the document as evidence. To 
supply the defect she kept a letter which the 
prince wrote to her nearly fourteen years 
after their marriage. This letter is dated 
from Windsor castle, 1799. and in it he says: 


a ew me 


“ Thank God my witnesses are living, your 
uncle and your brother, besides Harris {Lord 
Malmesbury], whom I shali call upon as 
having been informed by me of every, even 
the minutest, circumstance of our marriage.” 

This extract is also from the documents 
in Coutts’ bank, 

The prince could never make her princess 
of Wales, she could never share with him his 
throne, their children, if there were any, 
could never succeed to the crown of Eng- 
land, but he could and did make her his 
wife, according to the law of the Catholic 
church throughout the world, though not in 
accordance with the law of the British par- 
liament. By this marriage he fulfilled the 
only stipulation she demanded, for the rest 
she trusted wholly to his honor. 

The clergyman who performed the cere- 
mony, in addition to the sum of £500, was ap- 
pointed one of the prince’s domestic chap- 
lains, and the prince obtained for him the 
comfortable living of Twickenham, the par-

Burt, is the clergyman that performed the 
ceremony of marriage of H. R. H. the prince 
and of Mrs. Fitzherbert. 
“ MARIA FITZHERBERT.” 
This also is among the documents in Coutts’ 
bank. It forms the last link in the chain of 
evidence which proves beyond all doubt that 
a ceremony of marriage took place. 
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March 14, 1833, Mrs. Fitzherbert came up 
to London from Brighton to arrange with 
the duke of Wellington about the burning of 
certain letters. Mrs. Fitzherbert was now 
in her seventy-seventh year. After the late 
king’s death she had asked that her letters 
to him be returned to her. The duke said 
that he would not give them up unless she was 
prepared to give up the documents im her 
possession. Mrs. Fitzherbert demurred, on 
the ground that she wished to retain all such 
papers as she deemed necessary to prove 
her marriage and guard her interests. And 
so the matter dropped Later in the year it 
came up again., and Mrs. Fitzherbert visited 
London for the purpose of seeing tae duke, 


with whom she agreed, without pledging her- | 


self to any definite proposal, to appoint 
trustees who would act for her in the mat- 
ter. She reiterated her determination to re- 
tain such documents as would prove her 
marriage. To this the duke agreed conu.- 
tionally. After some deliberation Mrs. Fitz- 
herbert asked Lord Albemarle nd Lord 
Stourton to act for her in the matter, which 
they agreed to do. The chief difficulty arose 
over the papers which Mrs. Fitzherbert 
wished to keep. The duke of Wellington 
would have preferred that everything should 
be destroyed, but she was determined that 
the papers she stipulated for should be pre- 
perved. 

The papers retained by Mrs. Fitzherbert 
were: 

1. The mortgage on the palace at Brighton. 

2. The certificate of the marriage, dated 
Dec. 21 (sic.), 1785. 

8. Letter from the late king, relating to the 
marriage, signed George IV. 

4. Will written by the late king (George 
IV.). 

5. Memorandum written by Mrs. Fitzher- 
bert, attached to a letter written by the 
clergyman who performed the marriage cere- 
mony. 

AS soon as the documents to be burned were 
destroyed, Lord Albemarle went down to 
Coutts’ bank and deposited the packet that 
was to be preserved.

Mr. Lorimer, 
the editor of the Saturday Evening Post, con- 
fided to a friend that nothing published in 
that periodical had aroused so much genuine 
interest as “ Heart's. Desire” when it ap- 
peared in serial form. And this may well be 
believed.
